The danger of flying kites in the 
vicinity of electric w ires w as explain­ 
ed today by officials 
of the 
T exas 
Power & Light Company, who are ap­ 
pealing to parents to warn youthful 
kite-fliers to keep aw ay from w’iree. 
"Several 
fatal 
accidents 
already 
have occurred this spring as a result 
of boys flying kites too near electric 
w ires,” according to C. P. Dodson, d is­ 
trict m anager of the electric com pany, 
“and wt* w ant to im press on parents 
and children the dangers of letting 
kites and kite strings come in <*ontact 
with wires. Above all, children should 
In* cautioned never to use w ire in th e 
place of string when flying kites, for 
lf 
the 
w ire 
should 
fall 
across an 
electric line, the current would flash 
to the person holding it. 
"W henever kites become entangled 
in electric w ires, don’t climb jioles or 
us** long stick s to remove it. 
C all th**
